N. Y.), fecling uhwa-l‘y Ioterest 1o the welfire
of deal mutes, concelved the idea early In the
Probenl gentury of eRlnbilshing for thelr bonet
natitutions for thelr oculture and advanoce-
ment; and w0 this end visiteg England and
Franes for the rur #6 ol Informing htmself of
he plans adopted here, and also for acquiring
a knowledge of the sign inngaigo of Saquard,
Afer months of frultless laoor in Englund he
Vislted Paris, where ho became aoquaioted with
the Abby bimsell, and from whom he obtalned
all that he deemed neoessar « ln order 1o lnnn-
REurate the movement o th & country. He ln-
duced o Gecompany him to this conatry a
Pupll of Bequard’s, & deal mute sntleman
named Laurent Olers; and the two, afler
arriving here, commenced sy inbors, the

fruit of whioch was the eilablishmon
of the Deaf and Dumb InsWitution nt i];:u'f
ford, Conn. The elder Mr, Falinudet died

& few yeurs siuce, full of wyears and honors,
mourned by the “ehlldren of silence" throngh -
out the laund. HIs ¢o-lnborer. Mr, Clere, stlll
liyes at Hartford, Conn. Mr. Gallaudel's 0N
(Rey. Dr, Gallanudet, of New Yurk), some elghit
or nine years ago, was enabled to pat in prac-
tice a chierlsbed tdea of his, viz., that of orga-
nlslu{; the deafgmutes of New York into a
Christian chureh, and after man drawbpolcy
he at Inst sueceeded in eahhllahi,n them at
Bt. Ann’s Church for Deaf Mutes in Thst alty—
& con tlom at once one of the largest and
mostinfluential thers, Four or five servioes are
held each Sunday,besides dally serviee thro.gh
lhe week, n proportion of which are de-
voted especially to the deaf mutes, The ox-
periment has proved asuoccessthere, and branoh
inissions for the deal mutes uro established (11
Albany, Rochester, Baltimore, and Washlog-
ton. 1o this eity & mission was also commencod
a few yYeurs ngo, and avoul two years sluce
was finally established at Calvary Ghurob (that
beautitul memoriul plle to the virtues of Hishop
White), situated on Front Blrest, above Callow-
hall, e Iev. F J. Clere, D. D.,s0n of the
above-named co-laborer of Mr, Gallaudet, 1s the
reolor of this ehurch, and has endeared himself
greatly to the “speaking’ as well as the “*silent’’
portion of his flock, Here, on every Sanday
aflernoon, may be seen ;at’hured i respoctable
Qon ilon (cortainly ‘the most guiet in the
aily), eagerly receiving “the truth ns It s in
desus" from thelr pasior. A number of them
are communicants, and one of their number 18
& veslryman Ilo the churen,

It trequently happens that n donble service is

iven In the evening, when the full serviecs
relng read apd a sermon presched by one
ele mav, is interpreted by siyns by the reotor,
for Lhe benefit of those deal miites who may be
present. Thelr own Hible class meels on San-
day murulnﬁ, and thelr lycenm and debating
soclety on I hwisdny evening, In the school-
house adjoining. These services are all publie,
and the seats in Calvnqv Chureh are aM free,
The meeling at 8t. Loke’s Church on last Tues-
day evening was ealled Jor Lhe purpose of day-
ing before the Ohristisn philanthropists of
Fhiladelphia the detalls of this work,
and 1o devise menns by which the
Misslon could be rmanently supported.
Addresses were made hg Rev. Dr. aorton
in the absence of Bishop Stevens, the Rev, Dr.
Gallandet, Rev. Dre Clere, Hev, Mr. Louusberry,
Mr, Pyatt (a deaf mnte), the chlef inatructor it
the imstitutlon, Mr. Leaming, and also, to the
evident delight of ail present, the venerable
Laurent Clerc, who 1s making a short visit to
the eily. Of course, the address of Mr, Olero
was altogether In "F.& but he was ably inter-
preted by Dr. Gallaudet, A number of
deal mutes were 'pmunl., aud seemed deepl
interested In all of the proceedings, It is hope
that the wople of Philadelphia wiil
espond nobly Lo the appeal about wo be Issued
by (he Board of Comusel thal hns been ap-

juted, and by their generous offerings esta-
